The vital statistics for our town during 1966 show increases both in 
numbers of births and deaths, the corrected rates for both being higher than 
those for England and Wales. This could be due to the population being some- 
what greater than that estimated by the Registrar General, and upon which 
these rates are calculated. ‘There were no stillbirths in the town for the 
second successive year, but unfortunately the number of infant deaths rose 
to 5, and the favourable rate seen in 1965 was not maintained. This may be 
an error, for only 4 infant deaths could be traced among notifications 
received at my office. Two infant deaths were due to intracranial haemorrhage 
occurring in premature babies, 1 was due to an inherited disorder variously 
known as Fibrocystic disease or Mucoviscidosis, the remaining death being of 
an 11 month old baby which died of gastro-enteritis. One 12 year old boy 
died as a result of a road accident when his cycle collided with a car, The 
3 deaths of young adults were due to Aplastic anaemia, cancer, and intestinal 
obstruction from volvulus (twisting of the gut). 


As usual the commonest cause of death in later life was cardiovascular 
disease, but the proportion due to this was lower than usual, and deaths from 
the cancers and from respiratory diseases showed an increase. Bronchitis, 
pneumonia, and influenza between them caused 15 deaths compared with 38 in 
1965, and the cancers caused 19 deaths compared with 13 the previous year. 
While fluctuations like this may, in a small town, be merely due to chance, 
or reflect an unusually severe winter, a continuation of this trend should 
make us think most seriously about air pollution control. There is strong 
evidence that deaths from bronchitis are related to levels of air pollution, 
and that benzpyrene from the smoke of domestic chimneys is a factor in causing 
some of the cancers. As our town grows the need for measures to reduce air 
pollution will become greater. All too frequently when viewed from the top of 
Ferriby Hill in winter time Barton is seen to be enveloped in a dense haze of 


smoke. The making of Smoke Control areas could greatly improve this. In summer 
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time the position is better, but a few people with inconsiderate neighbours 
are plagued by the smoke from frequent garden bonfires. Despite a lower 
initial benzpyrene content than coal smoke, bonfire smoke may be even more 
dangerous, for being emitted at or near ground level it has not been so well 
diluted by air before it reaches people’s lungs. Persistent or frequent 
exposure to high concentrations of smoke whether from coal or burning refuse 
is extremely harmful, and householders should always ensure that it will not 
cause nuisance to their neighbours before they light a bonfire. 


Despite the measles epidemic, our experience of infectious diseases in 
1966 was lower than in 1965. ‘There were no cases of whooping cough. Two 
cases of tuberculosis were notified, however, along with 2 each of pneumonia 
and infective hepatitis. 


Although no new council houses were completed during 1966 the decision 
was taken to build extensively during the following three years, Thirteen 
houses were improved with the aid of grants, rather fewer than has been usual 
in the past few years. It is hoped that by declaring improvement areas in 
appropriate parts of the town more rapid progress may be made in future. No-» 
one should have to live to-day without at least the standard amenities such as 
piped hot water and a fixed bath - but far too many still do, 


In many ways Barton is fortunate. The facilities of Baysgarth Park, the 
swimming bath and the clay ponds provide good outdoor recreational facilities. 
Being remote from main trunk routes there is less traffic congestion, noise, 
smell and fume than most towns of comparable size are obliged to endure, 


Nevertheless this same remoteness leads to problems of communication. 


Until the Humber bridge is built Barton must rely upon Scunthorpe, 
Grimsby and Lincoln for many of its services. At present the only means of 
public transport are rather infrequent bus services to all three towns, anda 
rail service to New Holland whence trains run to Grimsby and ferries ply to 
Hull, There can be few towns so poorly served by public transport. Services 
are slow and infrequent. Consequently employers have to run their own buses 
to collect their labour, and many people who would not otherwise do so run 
cars or motorcycles. Hence because of the poor utilisation and financial 
return they further prune services{ This is a vicious circle which ought to 
be broken, Those who can ill-afford it should not be forced to buy cars and 
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burden themselves with hire purchase debt in order to get to work, and 
employers should not be forced to run fleets of private buses in order to 
get their men to work. Were public transport services frequent and con- 


venient more use would be made of them, and everyone would benefit. 


In the face of this situation it is most grieving to find that the 
Railways wish to discontinue their passenger service. Such withdrawal of 
services will, if permitted, have serious social consequences. Since at the 
same time a new spur line has been built to serve the chemical works at 
Barton, and the line is to be more heavily used than in the past the proposals 
to withdraw passenger services is hard to wnderstand, It would not save the 
overheads of maintaining the line or signalling service, but merely cause the 
whole of this expense to be borne by the freight service. In view of the 
rapid industrial development in the East Halton and Killingholme areas it 
would appear more rational to improve services and run trains from Barton 
direct to these places to enable Barton residents to work either in the new 
industries or on their construction and enable the railway to profit from the 
increased traffic. Computer analysis of results of past traffic census 
observations is a poor guide in a rapidly developing area such as the south 
bank of the Humber. A policy of aiming to serve the public and attempting 
to make a profit would be more appropriate than one of cutting services which 
in the past made a loss. 


Although the potentialities of this area have been neglected in the past 
it seems plain that the near future could be bright. Large-scale development 
of the Humber bank seems inevitable, and increased trade between the Humber 
ports and Europe is confidently expected. The proximity of the deep water 
channel to the Barton shore at Chalderness may eventually be noticed and made 
use of, but even if this is long delayed the town is likely to grow in import- 
ance as a residential centre and shopping centre serving surrounding develop- 
ment, The effect upon the character of the town and the health of its inhab- 
itants will depend upon how we tackle the problems of the next few years, 
Population increase by migration usually raises the proportion of young in a 
district, for it is the unestablished young adults who tend to migrate. 
Migration increase therefore raises the proportion of people of reproductive 


age in the receiving area and leads to an increase in the birth rate and 
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reduction in death rate. Having left the area where their parents and 

friends live migrants tend to be lonely and insecure, and have to rely upon 
community services to a greater extent than do the native population. With 
no mother-in-law to help out they must rely on the home help service when the 
wife is ill or in maternity home, and unless a really adequate home help 
service is available the father has to stay off work and may get into 

economic difficulties, Their presence will increase the need also for day 
nurseries or for voluntary play groups. Another consequence of their lack 

of nearby friends and relations is that they need greater opportunities to 
meet people and make friends. It is unfortunate that just at a time when the 
need for such functions is likely to rise the Drill hall and the Assembly 
rooms in which dances have hitherto been held may both cease to be available. 
The Council is aware of this problem and has been giving some thought to its 
solution. Let us hope that they will be successful. Remote though the subject 
may seem from health, studies of communities of people in new towns and housing 
estates have shown that considerable increases in both mental and physical 
illness tend to follow within a year of moving families away from the support 
of their friends and kin. Many families rehoused from large cities in over- 
spill areas indeed try to move back again, Most families depend more than 
they realise upon the support and help of relatives or neighbours and friends. 
If any considerable migration into Barton is to be successful we must facil- 
itate and encourage their absorption into the community by doing all we can 
to promote social activity, and give every help and encouragement to agencies 
which can assist in this, Educational organisations such as the W.E.A., 
organisations such as the Lincolnshire Association, which promote cultural 
activities, and organisations which promote sports and games can all play a 
vital part in safeguarding the health of new migrants, who like the aged 

form a vulnerable group for whom isolation and loneliness is a special 

hazard. While the Council has no duty to provide such services it can spend 


limited amounts of money on them, and would be well advised to do so. 


One of the factors which will limit the rate of development of the area 
is the availability of potable water. The North Lindsey Water Board is doing 
its utmost to secure adequate future supplies but the limit of yield of local 
resources is fast being approached. Soon surface waters from outside our 


district will have to be used to supplement our underground resources. At 
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present, however, we enjoy an adequate supply of excellent water from deep 
bores in the chalk, and the water is reduced to an acceptable degree of hard- 
ness before distribution. The boreholes which serve Barton have fortunately 
been remarkably free from pollution during most of the year. Small numbers 
of E. coli were found in the raw water during August and September, the 
probable source of this pollution being pea haulm stacked at a farm 4+ mile 
from the bore. Chlorination was, however, well maintained and on no occasion 


was the treated water which was distributed impaired in quality. 


The town’s sewage disposal plant functioned well, and the offensive 
pollution of the Haven which we used to tolerate is now an unhappy memory. 
Refuse collection and disposal continued to operate most satisfactorily and 
a start was made by Mr. Kirk on conversion from traditional dustbin collection 
to the paper sack system. As the town increases in size there must come a 
time when a regular weekly collection can no longer be provided without increase 
of staff or equipment. By reducing the number of journeys between vehicle and 
backyard from 2 to 1 per property the paper sack system can delay this. It 
has the added advantages of being cleaner and quieter and doubtless users will 


soon learn to let their ashes cool before putting them into the bag! 


You will see from Mr. Kirk’s report that 100% meat inspection was main- 
tained and that he and Mr. French have devoted considerable time to super- 
vision of food hygiene in shops and catering establishments, ensuring 
satisfactory conditions in other shops and offices, and to abating nuisances. 
I am grateful to them for their efforts and for the report which I commend 
to your notice.

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GENERAL INFORMATION 


Barton-on-Humber is a market town with a population of 6,590. Itis 
situated on the edge of the Lincolnshire Wolds, facing on to the Humber 
estuary. There are a number of small industries mostly established in the 
northern part of the town by the Humber bank. The town covers an area of 
6,343 acres of land and inland water. The rateable value is £196,151 and 
the product of a penny rate is £784,

The Health Visitors are based on the Holydyke 
clinic (telephone Barton 2224), The District Nurse/Midwives operate from 
their homes (telephone Barton 2344, relief nurse - Barton 2132). For mental 
welfare, Barton is served from the Area Welfare Office, 92, Oswald Road, 
Scunthorpe. For general welfare purposes the town is served by the Area 
Welfare Office, 31, Market Street, Cleethorpes. Child Care officers serv- 
ing the town are based at 92, Oswald Road, Scunthorpe.

Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen, 


In past years the introduction to my annual report has been largely 
concerned with summarising information to be found in the following pages. 
This year, however, I wish to refer to certain matters which are of interest 
or significance and leave it to members of the Council to read the statis- 
tical information in the body of the report. 


Improvement Areas. 


After completion of the preliminary survey the first improvement area, 
comprising 15 houses in Newport Street, was declared by the Council during 
the year. Detailed inspections have yet to be carried out for repair and 
improvement works but when these are completed 13 houses will be improved 
to the full standard of amenity and 2 houses to the reduced standard. 


Slum Clearance, 


The closure or demolition of houses which have become unfit for human 
habitation is a continuous process in older towns if a reasonable standard 
of fitness and amenity is to be attained. In Barton-upon-Humber the piece- 
meal development of many of the town’s streets has led to some disfigurement 
when individual or small groups of houses have been demolished but in almost 
every case this has been followed by the building of new houses or flats or 
the improvement of road junctions and car parking facilities. The acquis- 
ition by the Council of Newport Street Clearance Area, for example, led to 
the purchase of other properties and land in the vicinity and freed land for 
development which had previously been without means of access, 


Refuse Collection. 


Although a weekly collection service had again been maintained for the 
eighth successive year, the Council’s decision to undertake a building 
programme of 450 houses together with the likelihood of other development 
taking place in the district and considerations of hygiene and better working 
conditions for refuse collectors resulted in the introduction of paper sacks 
on a limited scale for refuse storage. Paper sacks had proved successful 
for this purpose when used for holiday refuse during the previous year and 
it was resolved to install sack holders throughout the district on a 10- 
year programme, 
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General. 


A total of 2,217 visits to premises were made during the year and, 
as in previous years, all food premises and factories were inspected. 
Enforcement of the Offices, Shops and Railway Premises Act accounted for 
123 of these visits but, as the report shows, contraventions of the 
requirements of the Act were remedied in a large number of cases. 


fis the duties for which I am responsible are added to each year by 
new legislation and in other ways, I depend increasingly on the support 
and willing assistance given by Mr. French, the Pupil Public Health 
Inspector. It is true to say that without this assistance much of my 
work would go by default and to this extent at least it has been of 
substantial benefit to the Council in the discharge of its functions to 
have a pupil in the Department.
